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By communication , dated June 16, 1961, the Las 
Vegas Division requested the FBI Laboratory to compare the 
handwriting of JOHN B0SXLL1, of Los Angeles, California, 
with the handwriting of UNKNOWN SUBJECT, also known as J. 1. 
HABRISON. . 
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Z- By communication, dated June 27, 1961,. the FBI* 
Laboratory advised that the available known handwriting of *. 
JOHN BOSKLLI is not sufficiently comparable With the hand- 
writing and hand printing on the Riviera Hotel Registration 
Card No. 8009, Ql, to permit an adequate comparison. Conse- 
quently, it was not determined definitely whether ROSELLI 
did or did not prepare the written material on Ql and Q2. *\J^
